Here, the document emphasizes the need for the Central 
Agency to be self-sufficient in producing all uniiressity 
^nd schools text books, printiuR periodicals and demtlnstration 
material,, re-printing foreign ^scientific and academi\ tfext 
books normally imported 'in foreign currency and printing a 
large number of books possessing a special nature, such as 
technical and scientific books. 

Lastly^ the document menticyied the funds that would be 
needed to achieve the contemplated aims.
